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7 arrested after 
year-long KSP 
investigation

A year-long investigation 
conducted by Detective Joe 
Lucas of the Kentucky State 
Police Drug Enforcement/ 
Special Investigations (KSP 
DESI) resulted in the arrest of 
24 individuals on trafficking 
charges earlier this week. 

On Wednesday, Dec. 19, 
seven Estill Countians and 
17 Owsley Countians were 
arrested as KSP DESI per¬ 


sonnel and troopers served 
indictment warrants for traf¬ 
ficking in prescription pills 
and conspiracy to trafficking 
in prescription pills. 

According to a KSP press 
release, “The majority of 
the charged individuals are 
accused of trafficking in pre¬ 
scription pills such as oxy¬ 
codone, methadone and 
Percocet.”

Man convicted of 
murder will have 
evidentiary hearing

An Estill County man 
convicted of killing a Clay 
City man will be given an 
evidentiary hearing. That 
was decided in the Powell 
Circuit Court last Wednesday. 
Stewart Johnson was in the 
court room after the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals ruled that 
his argument about ineffec¬ 
tive counsel may have some 


merit and ordered an eviden¬ 
tiary hearing. 

Johnson was convicted in 
July 2007 of the murder of 
Jerry Wayne Dotson. The 
two men had allegedly had 
an argument when Johnson 
shot Dotson several times in 
Dotsons outbuilding at his 
home on Snow Creek Road. 
That happened on May 12, 
2005.

Burglar held at 
gunpoint after being 
caught by victim

A man caught stealing 
items from an outbuild¬ 
ing on Doe Creek Road is 
now facing three counts 
of burglary charges after 
admitting to stealing 
items from other build¬ 
ings in the last week. 

On Dec. 19, Walter 
Estes, 48, of South Irvine 
Road, was caught inside 
the outbuilding on the 
property at 840 Doe 
Creek Road belonging to 
Winford Winkle. 

Winkle caught Estes 
as he was attempting to 
remove several items from 
his property. He kept him 
and gunpoint until police 
arrived. 

Estes had cut the lock 
off the building door and 
damaged it as he attempt¬ 
ed to get in. Estill County 
Sheriffs Deputy Karl 
Rifenbark said Estes had 
wire cutters and lock cut¬ 
ters on him and he had 
several items stacked out¬ 
side the building he had 
planned on taking. 


Estes allegedly stole 
items from two other out¬ 
houses on Dec. 17 and 
Dec. 18. 

Estill County Sheriff’s 
Deputy Russell “Doc” 
Morris worked these cases 
and issued citations for 
third-degree burglary and 
theft by unlawful taking. 

Estes admitted to 
Morris that on Dec. 17 
he broke into a building 
at 760 South Irvine Road 
and removed $500 worth 
of items. The building 
belongs to Joe Yeager. 

The following night, 
he broke into a building 
at 30 Crabtree Lane that 
belongs to Gregg Isaacs. 
He took two chainsaws 
valued at over $500. 

The items taken from 
these buildings were 
found at Estes’ home at 
1208 South Irvine Road. 

Estes was arrested and 
charged with three counts 
of third degree bur¬ 
glary, two counts of theft 
by unlawful taking and 
one count each of third- 
degree criminal mischief 
and possession of bur¬ 
glary tools.

12-18 Erin Marie Murphy, 25, of Berea, 
was arrested by Captain Adrian McKinney 
and charged with third-degree criminal 
trespassing, second-degree fleeing and 
evading police and giving a false name to 
an officer. Murphy was seen suspiciously 
loitering behind the property at 525 Geneva 
Avenue. When she saw police coming 
toward her, she fled into the woods. 

12-18 Chief Brad Smith and officials from 
the Estill County Animal Shelter removed 
two severely malnourished Pit Bulls from 
the property at 215 River Drive. A third 
dog, a Pit Bull mix, was found dead on the 
property. The two living dogs were ceased 
from the property and taken to the animal 
shelter. The resident, Mary Shanks, 30, has 
not been arrested yet. She will be charged 


with three counts of animal cruelty. 

Estill County Sheriff’s Office 

12-19 Lena Lovin, 35, of Coral Avenue, 
was arrested by Deputy Karl Rifenbark and 
charged with operating a motor vehicle 
while under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs, possession of drug paraphernalia, 
second-degree possession of a controlled 
substance and third-degree possession 
of a controlled substance. Lovin wrecked 
her car into a mailbox on Opossum Run. 
When Rifenbark arrived, Lovin was still 
in the vehicle. She had white and blue 
powder residue in her nostrils and several 
pieces of pills in her lap. She failed the field 
sobriety tests administered and admitted 
to Rifenbark the pills were 10-milligram 
Lortab and 1/2-milligram Xanax. There was 
also a cut straw and plate with pill residue 
on them in the vehicle.

Johnson claimed it was self defense, but a 
Powell County jury disagreed. 

The appeals court ruled that since Johnson’s 
defense attorney, John Cornett, did not object 
to or try to submit lesser included offenses 
instructions to the jury during the trial, that 
it was possible that the representation was 
indeed ineffective. The court ruled that there 
should be a hearing to determine if “the 
instructions were declined as part of a reason¬ 
able trial strategy.” 

Powell Circuit Judge Prank Pletcher pointed 
out during the proceedings last week that 
Johnsons counsel at his trial had over 20 
years of experience and that the state supreme 
court had confirmed his conviction in 
2008. However, the appeals court ruled that 
Johnsons argument that his counsel did not 
seek to have instructions for lesser offenses 
given to the jury during the original trial. 

Pletcher asked Commonwealth Attorney 
Darrell Herald if he could remember what 
Cornetts defense was in the trial. Herald 
stated he believed it was a self defense claim. 
Herald explained that Johnson claimed 
Dotson struck him and that he allegedly 
feared for his life. 

“There has never been any question about 
Johnson shooting the victim,” Herald said. 

“He told police he did and gave them the gun 
he said he used. But he claimed he was trying 
to protect himself, if I recall correctly.” 

Pletcher asked if there were any discussions 
about a self defense instruction. Herald said 
he thought there was, but that he would have 


to look at the files again to make sure. 

“A lesser offense instruction would have 
dealt with manslaughter or reckless homi¬ 
cide,” Pletcher said. The judge also recalled 
that he had asked Cornett if there were any 
other instructions that needed to be given to 
the jury and that the attorney said no. 

Herald told the court that he believed that 
the decision by Cornett was the defense strat¬ 
egy they choose to use. It is that question the 
court wants to find an answer to. 

Johnson was also asking for an attorney to 
be appointed to him, as a large contingent of 
family and friends sat quietly in the gallery. 
The Dotson family was also on hand. 

Fletcher asked Johnson how he was able to 
file the type of paper work he had in the case, 
noting that the memorandums were impres¬ 
sive. 

“I had some help. I gave the information to 
a fellow and he helped write it up,” Johnson 
answered. “Was that an attorney?” Fletcher 
asked. “No sir, an inmate,” Johnson replied. 

Fletcher then stated he would have to see if 
he could appoint an attorney. “I believe that 
you are entitled to one for appeals and you 
had one for that initial appeal,” the judges 
said. T will have to take the file back to my 
office and look up the law on this to see if I 
can appoint one.” 

Johnson told to the judge that his original 
attorney was paid for by his family, but that 
they no longer had the financial means to pay 
for such representation. He requested that a 
Department of Public Advocacy post convic¬ 
tion attorney be appointed. 

Fletcher stated he would look into is. He 
also stated that the court would issue a sub¬ 
poena for Cornett. The evidentiary hearing 
will take place on Feb. 28 at 9 a.m.

I AM NOT saying doctors, and funeral 
directors support alcohol sales.

December Financial Aid Tip 

Pay attention to deadlines 
for scholarships, admissions 


High school seniors should pay attention to 
application deadlines for college admissions 
and financial aid. Here are some tips from 
the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance 
Authority (KHEAA): 

•If you have not yet chosen a college, nar¬ 
row your list by visiting schools, comparing 
colleges online and talking with your coun¬ 
selor and your parents. 

•Talk with teachers about writing recom¬ 
mendations for you. It is also time to com¬ 
plete your admissions essay if you need to 
write one. 

•Check with the financial aid offices of the 
schools to which you’ve applied to determine 
if they require any financial aid forms other 
than the Free Application for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA). 

•Familiarize yourself with the FAFSA. 
Unless you are starting college before July 1, 
you cannot file the FAFSA until after the first 


of the year. But you should still take a look at 
the information it requires and make plans 
to attend a College Goal Sunday session near 
you. Your counselor should have information 
about College Goal Sunday. 

•Attend any college fairs and financial aid 
seminars offered at your high school or in 
your area. If a company charges a fee for help¬ 
ing with applications, remember that you can 
do that yourself for free. If you decide to pay 
for help, make sure the company is reputable 
by checking with the state Attorney General’s 
office or Better Business Bureau in your area, 
as well as the area where the firm is located.

A year ago, Clay had already 
spent two months in the PICU. We 
thought that was a long time, but 


it would be six more long months 
of improvements and setbacks, joys 
and disappointments before he 
could come home. 

But home he came. There have 
been a few more bumps in the road, 
but baby Clay has come a long way 
since then. In fact, he’s losing the 
baby look as he grows into toddler- 
hood. 

He is just the most delightful little 
fellow. I know everyone thinks that 
of their grandkids, but the boy is a 
ham, that’s all there is to it. If he 
thinks he’s not getting enough atten¬ 
tion, he’ll pull out every trick he 
knows to make us laugh. He’ll stick 
out his tongue, or stick his finger in 
his ear or cross his eyes. He smiles 
all day long. 

More than one professional has 
commented they’ve never seen such 
a sense of humor in one so young. 

They say trials can make you bitter 
or better. I don’t know if I’m better, 
but I do think I’ve grown stronger. 
I don’t scare as easily as I once did, 
and I better realize that there can be 
joy in the midst of hard times and 


peace when times are uncertain. 

Still, I would prefer an uneventful 
year next year. 

Last year I made a list of goals—I 
don’t really do resolutions. I don’t 
know that I met any of them com¬ 
pletely, but I believe my life is better 
for having made the attempt. 

Although it could be said that I 
“failed” to meet some of my goals, 
I still think it’s important to make 
them. At my age, I figure I’d better 
push forward if I’m going to slow the 
downhill slide. 

That said, when various crises 
popped up in the course of the past 
year, many of my goals paled in 
importance. When loved ones are 
struggling to survive, you find some 
things just aren’t worth pursuing. 

However, some things are. 

Good health is definitely a goal 
worth pursuing. We’ve spent so 
much time in hospital waiting rooms 
the past year that it’s become more 
obvious than ever that people need 
to take better care of their bodies. 

Strong family relationships are 
another worthy pursuit. I’m so 


thankful to have had mine to lean 
on during the stressful times—and 
to celebrate with when things got 
better too. 

Friendships are important—you 
find out who your true friends are 
during a crisis. 

Taking time to know God is one 
of the most important things we can 
do. This is a clique statement, but 
I don’t know what people do when 
hard times come if they don’t pray. 

I find myself turning to God again 
and again, although there have been 
times when I’ve wondered if He’s 
there or even listening. There have 
been other times when I’ve felt sure 
that He is. 

I read this statement by Donald 
Miller the other day and it rang true 
to me. “God’s involvement in our 
lives is often obvious when we look 
back. The trick is to believe He’s 
involved right now.”

Consuming Raw Cookie Dough 


Fruity Coleslaw 

2 cups red cabbage, finely shredded 
2 cups green cabbage, finely shredded 
1/2 cup carrot, peeled and finely grated 
1 Granny Smith apple, cored and diced 
1 cup Sun-Maid Natural Raisins 
1 cup mayonnaise 
1/4 cup sugar 

1 Tbsp. white vinegar 

Combine cabbages, carrot, apple and raisins 
in a large bowl. Stir together mayonnaise, 
sugar and vinegar; add desired amount to 
cabbage mixture. Toss well to evenly combine. 
Makes about 5 cups. 

Fruit & Cheese Ball 

2 (8 oz.) pkgs. cream cheese, softened 
1 cup Cheddar cheese, grated 

1 tsp. ground coriander 
7 oz. pkg. Sun-Maid Fruit Bars 
1 cup chopped pecans 
Crackers or baguette slices 
Combine cream cheese, Cheddar cheese and 
coriander until well blended. Add fruit and 
stir gently. Shape into a ball and roll in pecans. 
Refrigerate overnight. Serve as a spread on 
crackers or on toasted baguette slices. Makes a 
7-inch cheese ball. 

Classic Raisin Bread Pudding 

4 cups firm white bread, cubed 

1 cup Sun-Maid Natural Raisins 

2 cups milk 

2 Tbsp. butter or margarine 
2 eggs 

1/4 cup sugar 
2 tsp. vanilla extract 
1/4 tsp. salt 
1/4 tsp. cinnamon 
1/4 tsp. nutmeg 

Combine bread cubes and raisins in a 
greased one-quart baking dish. Heat milk and 
butter or margarine until butter or margarine 
is melted; do not boil. Combine eggs, sugar, 
vanilla, salt, cinnamon and nutmeg; blend 
well. Add hot milk mixture to egg mixture, 
stirring constantly. Pour over bread and raisin 
mixture; let stand 5 minutes. Sprinkle with 
additional nutmeg, if desired. Bake, uncov¬ 
ered, at 350 degrees for 50 minutes or until 
knife inserted in center comes out clean. Serve 
Golden Lemon Sauce over warm bread pud¬ 
ding. Makes 4 to 6 servings. 

Golden Lemon Sauce: 

1/2 cup sugar 
2 Tbsp. cornstarch 
1 cup water 

1 tsp. lemon zest 

2 Tbsp. lemon juice 
1/4 cup butter 

Combine sugar and cornstarch in a sauce¬ 
pan. Stir in water, lemon zest and juice. Cook 
over medium heat, stirring constantly until 
thickened. Remove from heat. Stir in butter 
until combined. Serve immediately. 

Sweet & Savory Fruited Yams 

2 pounds yams, peeled and thickly sliced 
1 cup pineapple tidbits, juice reserved 
1 apple, cored and chopped 
1/2 cup Sun-Maid Natural Raisins 
1 Tbsp. butter 

1 cup onion, thinly sliced 
3/4 cup pineapple juice 

2 Tbsp. brown sugar, packed 
1/2 tsp. salt 

Combine yams, pineapple and apple in 
a greased 13x9-inch baking dish. Sprinkle 
raisins evenly over top. Melt butter in a skil¬ 
let. Add onion and cook over medium-high 


heat 5 to 7 minutes stirring frequently until 
onion is softened and golden. Pour reserved 
pineapple juice into a measuring cup adding 
additional pineapple juice, if needed, to equal 
3/4 cup. Stir into onion mixture along with 
brown sugar and salt. Cook just until sugar 
is melted. Pour over raisins and yams. Cover 
with aluminum foil. Bake at 350 degrees about 
one hour or until yams are tender. Makes 8 to 
12 servings. 

Nested Potato Skins 

“Just a Pinch” recipes by Janet Tharpe 

3 cups grated russet potatoes 
2 beaten egg whites 

3/4 cup shredded Parmesan 

11/2 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. onion powder 

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 

11/2 cups shredded Colby Jack cheese 

16 oz. sour cream 

5 slices bacon, cooked and crumbled 
11/2 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. onion powder 
1/2 tsp. garlic powder 
1/4 cup chopped fresh chives or parsley 
Freshly ground pepper 
Preheat oven to 450 degrees. Spray 12-cup 
muffin tin with cooking spray and set aside. 
Grate potatoes and blot with paper towel 
to remove excess moisture; don’t rinse. Mix 
together potatoes, egg whites, Parmesan and 
seasonings. Scoop 1/4-cup of potato mixture 
into each muffin cup and press firmly onto 
bottom and up sides. Spray each nest with 
cooking spray. Bake 20-25 minutes or until 
golden brown. Remove from oven and run 
an off set spatula or knife carefully around 
edges to loosen. Cool in pan for 5 minutes 
before removing. To assemble, sprinkle each 
nest with shredded colby jack cheese, pipe in 
sour cream, sprinkle with bacon and garnish 
with chopped chives. Serve warm. Note: As a 
time saver,, frozen hash browns, thawed, may 
be used. 

Caramel, Chocolate, Almond 
Gooey Butter Cake 

“Just a Pinch” recipes by Janet Tharpe 

1 box caramel cake mix 

2 sticks melted buter, divided 

4 large eggs 

1/3 cup mini chocolate chips, plus 1/2 cup 
1/3 cup slivered almonds, toasted 
1/3 cup toffee bits 

1 (8 oz.) box cream cheese, softened 
1 (13.4 oz.) can dulce de leche 
1 tsp. vanilla 

1(16 oz.) box powdered sugar 
1 Tbsp. heavy cream 

Preheat oven to 350 dgrees. Spray 13x9-inch 
baking dish with cooking spray. Mix together 
cake mix, one stick melted butter and one 
egg until combined. Press the mixture evenly 
into bottom of prepared dish. On top of crust 
sprinkle 1/3 cup mini chocolate chips, 1/2 the 
toffee bits and toasted almonds. In the same 
mixing bowl, mix together cream cheese and 
dulce de leche until combined. Add remaining 
3 eggs, vanilla, powdered sugar and melted 
butter. Whip on medium high speed. Pour fill¬ 
ing over crust and bake 40-45 minutes (cake 
should still be “jiggly” in the center). Let cool. 
For glaze, melt remaining chocolate chips and 
heavy cream in the microwave. Drizzle over 
cake and sprinkle with toffee bits. Serve with 
whipped cream. 


Baking cookies to delight our loved ones 
at Christmas, Valentine’s Day and other 
holidays is a time-honored tradition and joy. 
The recent popularity of cookie dough fla¬ 
vored confections, however, warrants a word 
of caution. Homemade or purchased cookie 
dough should not be consumed raw. Most 
cookie dough contains raw eggs, which are a 
source of salmonella. An outbreak of E. coli 
poisoning in 2009 was determined to result 
from the consumption of refrigerated com¬ 
mercial cookie dough. Although the Centers 
for Disease Control and the Food and Drug 
Administration were unable to prove the 
source of the bacteria with certainty, officials 
suspect the E. coli was added to the product 
with the flour, which is generally not heat- 
treated. Thus, both homemade cookie dough 
and purchased prepared cookie dough may 
be contaminated with salmonella, E. coli, or 


other harmful bacteria. 

To reduce the likelihood of illness, bake 
all cookie dough as directed by packaging or 
the recipe before consuming it. Avoid the 
possibility of consuming raw cookie dough 
by accident. Wash hands before and after 
handling cookie dough, and wash cutting 
boards, bowls, or utensils that have come 
into contact with cookie dough thoroughly 
before using them for any other purpose. 
Refrigerate dough when not using it. Make 
sure children understand these precautions 
when helping bake cookies. Following these 
simple guidelines can assure your cookies 
are a healthy holiday treat.

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School board recognizes retirees, says construction 
money will be used to enhance safety at schools

Estill County Schools 
Superintendent Bert Hensley 
told the board of education 
last week that money previ¬ 
ously expected to be used 
for construction would be 
spent to enhance safety at 
local schools. 

The discussion came 
as Hensley discussed the 
recent school shooting at 
Sandy Hook Elementary 
in Newtown, Conn. As he 
expressed his condolences 
to the community there, he 
told the board safety is of 
utmost importance to him. 

“Safety is our first prior¬ 
ity,” he said. “We have to 
make sure our schools are 
safe.” 

He told the board that fed¬ 
eral and state budget cuts, 
particularly the elimina¬ 
tion of Safe Schools federal 
funds, have made it diffi¬ 
cult to keep up with safety 
improvements. 

“Safety is a priority,” he 
said. “And its something we 
need to improve.” 

He said before diving into 
a new construction project, 
money would be spent to 
add safety features to the 
existing schools. 

Hensley also asked 
Instructional Supervisor 
Tonya Isaacs to discuss a 
recent article published in 
Kentucky Teacher magazine 
featuring Estill County. 

The article features com¬ 
ments from Isaacs and two 
local teachers, Kristy Floyd 
and Donald Norton, as they 
discuss data-focused learn¬ 
ing. 

“The article is all about 
using data in learning,” Isaacs 
said. “It’s good to let people 
know we are doing good 
things in Estill County.” 

The article was written 
and published after Susan 
Allred, associate commis¬ 
sioner for the Kentucky 
Department of Education 
(KDE), discussed district 
assessment with Isaacs. She 
mentioned the data-focused 
teaching in Estill County at 
a KDE meeting, sparking 
interest and the story. 

The majority of the meet¬ 
ing was spent honoring sev¬ 
eral teachers and staff mem¬ 
bers retiring. 

Patty Richardson, 
Elizabeth Pigmen, Becky 
Parvin, Becky Estes, Mary 
Jo Combs, Kathy Taylor and 
Gene Harrison were each 
recognized as retirees. 

Estill County High School 
Principal Blain Click said 
summarizing a teacher’s 
career in just a few short 
minutes was “the most 
unfair expectation.” He said

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it was especially difficult to 
summarize Richardson’s 38- 
year teaching career. 

Click said Richardson 
defined what he wants a 
teacher to be. He remarked 
about her wisdom and dedi¬ 
cation to the job. 

“She taught her curricu¬ 
lum and to her it was her 
life,” he said. 

He also spoke to the char¬ 
acter of Pigmen, who wasn’t 
able to attend the reception 
because of health reasons. 
Pigmen taught at ECHS for 
five years. 

He said she would come 
to work and often have to 
be carried to her classroom 
because she felt so ill. 

“Her will to live was to 
teach,” he said. 

Hensley said Pigmen had 
a great demeanor with the 
students she taught. 

Lisa Reece, principal at 
South Irvine Pre-K Center, 
presented retirement gifts to 
Parvin and Estes. She was 
teary eyed as she asked them 
to talk about their time spent 
teaching in Estill County. 

Parvin told stories of her 
time spent teaching with 
several of the people in the 
room. 

Estes said she loved teach¬ 
ing because, especially when 
she first started, she was also 
learning. 

“I was supposed to be 
teaching,” she said. “But I 
was also learning a lot.” 

Chris Winkler, assistant 
principal at Estill County 
Middle School, presented 
Kathy Taylor with her retire¬ 
ment gift and told the audi¬ 
ence about her many accom¬ 
plishments as a teacher. 

Taylor coached girls bas¬ 
ketball for 10 years, helped 
run an intramural basketball 
program and developed a 
peer assistance program at 
the school. Taylor is also a 
six-year cancer survivor. 

“She was a great asset to 
our whole school,” Winkler 
said. “She doesn’t have any 
quit in her.” 

Assistant Superintendent 
Randall Christopher told 
about Gene Harrison’s time 
working for the school sys¬ 
tem. He commented on the 
friendly bond the men had 
developed over the years and 
the true skill that Harrison 
taught. 


“Someday skills like his 
will be a lost art,” Christopher 
said. “Students need these 
skills.”

Jami Price was not reelected 
to her position on the board 
and Rick Napier resigned 
from his position last 
month. 

Hensley said from all the 
stories told about the retir¬ 
ing teachers, he could tell 
they would be missed. 

“We’re really going to be 
losing a lot of smiles,” he 
said.

Newly elected circuit court clerk participates in 
orientation program Dec. 11-13 in Lexington 


Kentucky’s latest class of elected circuit court clerks got a 
jump start on preparing to take office at a comprehensive ori¬ 
entation program that the Administrative Office of the Courts 
provided Dec. 11-13 in Lexington. The new circuit court clerks 
were elected in the November 2012 general election and will 
take office Jan. 7, 2013. 

Stephanie Brinegar of Estill County participated in the 2012 
Circuit Court Clerks’ Newly Elected Officials Orientation. 

Circuit court clerks serve six-year terms and are responsible 
for managing the records of Kentucky’s Circuit and District 
courts. 

“You are joining a distinguished group of public servants 
who have a long history of commitment to the court system,” 
Chief Justice of Kentucky John D. Minton Jr. said in a letter 
welcoming the newly elected circuit court clerks to the orienta¬ 
tion. “I look forward to working with each of you to continue 
the strong tradition of effective and efficient service to the 
commonwealth.” 

The circuit court clerks attended sessions about driver 
licensing, legal forms, the court system’s case management 
system, communications, court technology, the legislative 


process and distance learning opportunities. The orientation 
program also covered best practices, the legal responsibilities 
of a circuit court clerk and the role of a chief deputy clerk, who 
works closely with the circuit court clerk. The event included 
14.75 hours of continuing education credit for the circuit court 
clerks. Experienced circuit court clerks, AOC personnel and 
others conducted the orientation sessions. 

“It’s important for the new circuit clerks to get off to a 
smooth start,” said Hardin County Circuit Court Clerk Loretta 
Crady, who is president of the Kentucky Association of Circuit 
Court Clerks. “Six years ago, I was where these circuit clerks 
are - newly elected and excited about beginning my work as a 
circuit court clerk. The information and networking at the ori¬ 
entation program helped me tremendously. The program is a 
valuable resource for both circuit court clerks who are moving 
up from another position in the Office of Circuit Court Clerk 
and those who are new to the office.” 

Twenty-nine circuit court clerks were newly elected in the 
November 2012 general election. Of the 29, 26 were either 
unopposed or won their primary election to become unop¬ 
posed in the general election. The other three were opposed in 


the general election and won. 

All newly elected circuit court clerks receive support from 
the AOC, the operations arm of the state court system. As part 
of the orientation, they were invited to an AOC resource fair, 
a one-stop shop to assist them with information and items 
they need to get started in office. Court personnel provided 
information about human resources issues, record-keeping, 
the State Law Library, court programs, stationery, email and 
other matters. 

The circuit court clerks also received an introduction to the 
Kentucky Association of Circuit Court Clerks and the Trust for 
Life program at the orientation. The KACCC sponsors Trust 
for Life to promote organ and tissue donation through driver 
licensing and the Kentucky Organ Donor registry. 

In Kentucky, one circuit court clerk is elected to serve in 
each of the 120 counties. They provide professional record¬ 
keeping, receive money due the courts, pay money to required 
parties and the state, record legal documents, provide legal 
documents and other legal materials, maintain the jury system, 
administer oaths, handle affidavits and issue driver licenses 
and non-driver ID cards.

moved on, but the congregation has kept 
the event going. 

Each year they gather to put together 
meals in an assembly line. Plates include tur¬ 
key, dressing, green beans, mashed potatoes 
and a roll, among other things. 

Many of the dishes are donated by mem¬ 
bers of the church and local businesses. 

The church is responsible for cooking 
the meals, preparing the plates, putting 
together floral arrangements and decorating 
the church. 

Kirt Scott, senior minister at Rice Station 
Christian Church, said it’s hard to believe 
the volume of food that goes through the 
church in a matter of hours. 


“Its a full-blown Christmas feast,” he 
said. 

Willis said as many as three to four genera¬ 
tions of families were at the church Friday to 
prepare for the meal. Her own sons, Bobby 
Willis and Steven Willis, were on deck to 
help cook. 

Some meals and flowers are delivered to 
families, but more than 100 people gathered 
in the church’s fellowship hall Friday night 
to partake in the meal together. 

Scott said he’s glad to see his congregation 
pulling together to do something nice for 
others during the holidays. 

“It’s an opportunity for us to show that we 
care and Christ cares,” he said. 

While the event serves the community, 
those who volunteer also gain a lot from 
participating, Scott said. 

“They come back from delivering meals 
with great stories,” he said.
